She has had paintings exhibited at the Cleveland 
Museum of Art and at Case Western Reserve University and 
many times at Oberlin College’s Allen Memorial Art Mu- 
seum, and her works grace several public places in Oberlin, 
including the Allen Memorial Hospital and First Church 


Meeting Room. A member and leader of many community 
organizations, she has for many years presided over the First 
Church Sewing Group, which provides clothing and other 
materials to needy children and families in Oberlin and else- 
where; she has served as a chauffeur to senior citizens from 
the community, many of them much younger than herself; 
and she has read aloud to nursing-home residents in Oberlin 
and Wellington. She has led campaigns for temperance in 
Oberlin and has inspired generations of Oberlin residents and 
students with her devotion to the cause of peace. She is, in the 
words of First Church pastor and Oberlin College trustee 
John D. Elder, “the epitome of the values that have tradition- 
ally characterized Oberlin as a community and a college.”

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BIOGRAPHICAL NOTES ON HONORARY DEGREE RECIPIENTS 


JAMES ARTHUR CAMPBELL, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 


James Arthur Campbell, A.B., Oberlin College, 1938, received the 
Ph.D. degree from the University of California at Berkeley in 1942 
and that year began work as a researcher in the Manhattan Project. 
After the project’s completion, he joined the Oberlin teaching fac- 
ulty, where he was professor of chemistry until 1957. During the 
1956-57 academic year he served on the staff of the National Science 
Foundation in Washington, D.C. In 1957 Campbell accepted ap- 
pointment as chairman of the chemistry department at Harvey 
Mudd College in Claremont, California. Since that time he has been 
a leading force in its rapid development into a first-rank college. 


JOHN HOWARD KANDER, DOCTOR OF MUSIC 


John Howard Kander, A.B., Oberlin College, 1951, has distin- 
guished himself as a musician and the composer of music for ten 
Broadway musicals and eight films. With librettist Fred Ebb he 
composed the score for the Broadway musical Cabaret, which won 
the New York Drama Critics Circle’s top honors as the best musical 
of the 1966-67 Broadway season and has been revived on Broadway 
this season. Kander, who received the M.A. degree from Columbia 
University in 1953, is a member of the Dramatists Guild Council 
and the National Institute for Music Theatre. He is the winner of 
two Tony Awards, one Emmy Award, and one Grammy Award. On 


The author of a number of influential chemistry texts, Campbell is 
well known to chemistry students and teachers for the atomic radii 
wall chart he designed and as a pioneer in the use of educational 
films in the study of chemistry; he appears as instructor in numer- 
ous films. He has made a number of significant experimental con- 
tributions, particularly in the fields of x-ray crystallography and 
vibrational spectroscopy of crystals. Campbell, an active member 
of the American Chemical Society (ACS), has received three major 
ACS awards as a noted teacher of chemistry. 


March 7, 1983, he was inducted into the Songwriters’ Hall of Fame. 
Among the other musicals for which he has composed scores are 
Zorba, 70 Girls 70, A Family Affair, Irma La Douce, and Woman of 
the Year; his film credits include Kramer vs. Kramer, Funny Lady, 
and Places in the Heart. He was given a special Broadcast Music, 
Inc. (BMI) Award as an Emmy Award-winning BMI affiliate. His 
song “New York, New York” won the first New York Song Award 
of the New York Songwriters Contest in April 1982. He has lived in 
New York City since 1952. 


STEVEN ALAN MINTER, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


Steven Alan Minter, who earned the B.A. degree from Baldwin- 
Wallace College in 1960 and the M.S.S.A. degree from Case West- 
ern Reserve University in 1963, is director of the Cleveland Founda- 
tion, the oldest community foundation in the U.S. He has served as 
director of the Cuyahoga County (Ohio) welfare department, com- 
missioner of public welfare for the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts, and president of the board of directors of the American Public 
Welfare Association. He joined the Cleveland Foundation in 1975 
and was named associate director in 1979. In 1980-81 he took a one- 
year leave of absence from the Foundation to become the Under 


DONALD JAMES PEASE, DOCTOR OF LAWS 


Donald James Pease, U.S. Congressman from Ohio’s 13th District, 
earned B.S. degrees from Ohio University in journalism (1953) and 
government and law (1955). He has served the Oberlin and north- 
eastern Ohio area in local and national government since 1961. 
Ohio’s Thirteenth District Representative to Congress since 1976, he 
has attracted high praise for his legislative accomplishments from 
public commentators and peers on both sides of the Congressional 
aisle. Pease also has served the area as an Oberlin City Council 
member (1961-65), a member of the Ohio State Senate (1964-68,

A member of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, Pease played a key role in the 
passing of tax reform legislation and is known as a leader in Con- 


gress on trade legislation and assistance programs for basic indus- 


tries. He has consistently supported the cause of higher education, 
primarily through his efforts to improve the federal student aid pro- 


grams and his sponsorship of legislation that assured adequate 


funding support for the National Science Foundation. 


JESSE PHILIPS, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


Jesse Philips, A.B., Oberlin College, 1937, is the founder and presi- 
dent of Philips Industries, a manufacturing firm based in Dayton, 
Ohio, that produces components for the residential, industrial, and 
commercial building industries as well as for the transportation in- 
dustry and for manufactured homes and recreational vehicles. Es- 
tablished in 1957, the firm has grown into a Fortune-500 company 
under Philips’ leadership, with 8100 employees in 47 plants and of- 
fices in the U.S. and Canada. After graduating from Oberlin, Phil- 
ips attended the Harvard Business School, where he received the 
Master of Business Administration degree in 1939. He also is a dis- 


NIARA SUDARKASA, DOCTOR OF HUMANITIES 


Niara Sudarkasa, A.B., Oberlin College, 1957, president of Lincoln 
University, is the first woman president in the 133-year history of 
that institution, the first American college chartered for black stu- 
dents. Born in Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, she received a Ford Founda- 
tion scholarship to attend Fisk University in Nashville, Tennessee. 
She transferred to Oberlin and graduated at age 18, later earning the 
M.A. (1959) and Ph.D. (1964) degrees from Columbia University. 
Sudarkasa has distinguished herself as a cultural anthropologist. 
She is best known for her publications on the role of women in West 
Africa, where she has done extensive field work. She has published 


tinguished benefactor of the arts and of education. Among his 
many gifts to his alma mater is a $1 million gift to help build Oberlin 
College’s gymnasium, completed in 1971 and named for him. Phil- 
ips served Oberlin College as a trustee from 1968 to 1987 and is now 
an honorary trustee. He was honored by the City of Dayton with 
“Jesse Philips Day,” September 10, 1978; he was named Ohio’s 
“Governor for a Day” in 1982. He has received the Distinguished 
Service Award from the Harvard Business School, where, in 1969, 
he established the Philips Professorship of Manufacturing.

An accomplished 
educator, Sudarkasa has taught at New York University and the 
University of Michigan. At the latter institution, where she was vice 
president for academic affairs, she served as director of the Univer- 
sity Center for Afro-American and African Studies. Sudarkasa is 
Pennsylvania Governor Robert Casey’s appointee to the board of 
the Pennsylvania Economic Development Partnership. She is a 
member of the American Anthropological Association. 


GARDNER CALVIN TAYLOR, DOCTOR OF DIVINITY 


A 1940 graduate of the Oberlin Graduate School of Theology, 
Gardner Calvin Taylor has been called “the Dean of the nation’s 
black preachers” by Time Magazine and “one of the four greatest 
English-speaking preachers in the world” by the late Walter Mar- 
shall Horton, Fairchild Professor of Systematic Theology at 
Oberlin College from 1925 to 1962 and co-founder of the World 
Council of Churches. Taylor earned the A.B. degree at Leland Col- 
lege in 1937. He has been pastor of the Concord Baptist Church of 
Christ, New York City’s largest Protestant congregation, since 1948. 
Concord was destroyed by fire in 1952 and a new $1.7 million build- 
ing was dedicated in 1956; under Taylor’s leadership, Concord has 
added more than 9,000 new members and has established a 121-bed 
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auxiliary nursing home—the first such home to be sponsored by 
black people in New York City—as well as an elementary school, a 
federal credit union, and a clothing exchange. Taylor’s church sup- 
ports a one-million-dollar endowment fund, the interest from 
which provides grant support to numerous nonprofit community 
projects in the Bedford-Stuyvesant area of the city. Author of a 
number of papers on preaching and of two books, How Shall They 
Preach (1976) and The Scarlet Thread (1981), Taylor is a past presi- 
dent of the Progressive National Baptist Convention. He was 
awarded the Oberlin College Alumni Citation for influence as a 
preacher in 1953.
